During the coarse of the >q^mversation# Hr. Stetako# who was 
accompanied by Mr. Wladlralro/PAST USCHU X, a Ukrainian who has been 
living in Spa WTd readme eight years# stated the conviction of his 
group that Russian imperialism is the real tlireat to world peace# 
and that communism# bad as It is. Is only the current weapon used 
by the Russians to further their alms of world domination. The 
elimination of communism, were It not accompanied by the disinte- 
gration of the Russian "Empire" , would solve no problem. He re- 
quested Information regarding American groups or individuals who 
share this point of view. 

A further meeting was arranged between the two Ukrainians and 
the reparting officer. Dae former reiterated their point of view# 
and added that it was extremely discouraging to the various nation- 
al minorities within the Soviet Union te realise that their hopes 
of achieving autonomy were not generally favored by the United 
States. They found it strange that the United States should con- 
template with relative equanimity the break-up of the French, 

British sad Dutch colonial empires, while there seemed to be no 
Intention of freeing areas suoh ss the Ukraine# Georgia# Armenia 
and Turkestan from the Russian yoke. In Mr. Stetsko’s opinion, 
which he expressed before the European Center of Documentation, 
the only way the West can prevail against the Soviet Union Is to 
bring about the latter's collapse from within. He developed this 
idsa to the reporting officer by stating that the underground 
movement in the Ukraine Is a very real force, and that his organ- 
isation is the only one khlch is in contact with the leaders of 
the movement, * ith whom It communicates by means of couriers. 
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Hs fslt that It would bo extremely helpful If the United States 
oould assist In the transportation of those couriers , and In pro- 
viding thsa with appropriate currency for use In Eastern Europe, 

At present, they are obliged to obtain t tila currency on the black 
■arfcet, end there have been aeveral Instances In which the notes 
sssured by them were Xster found to be counterfeit. 

In the opinion of Mr* Pastuschuk, the reluctance of the Unitad 
States to encourage local nationalism within the Soviet Union can 
be traced ln large part to s number of American bankers who still 
bold obligations of Czarisfc Russia, and who retain hopes that these 
eb ligations might some day be honored by a Russian government which 
would succeed the Soviets* lie insisted that this was a fact, al- 
though it might sound ridiculous* These bankers* he confided, 

"had the ear of the State Department . *

( Hr. Stetsko stated that he had been encountering difficulties 
In securing a non- Immigrant visa from the American Consulate Gen- 
eral in Hunioh* Otherwise, he had been able to travel fairly 
widely, and bad made trips to most of Western Europe, and also to 
the Par East, where he visited Taiwan, South Korea and South Viet- 
nam* In this latter connection, he aasarted that the Asians today 
consider the Americans as their only friends in t he W©st* 

With regard to his personal background, he expressed surprise 
that his unblemished record as a foa both of tlaslsm and of Cosrau- 
nism should not havs secured him favorable consideration such 
as was /extended by the United States several years ago to Mr* 

former Prime Minister of Hungary, whose pest he con- 
s id er S <4 Tom e w ha t less savory than his own* He concluded, however, 
j that this attitude was not directed against him personally, bat 
* was simply In keeping with the general disinclination of the United 
States to favor nationalist aspirations of minorities within the 
Soviet Union. He volunteered the Information that he had sought 
to secure backing from HITLER at the time of the German invasion 
of the Ukraine, but that the Had leader had preferred to aend him 
to Saohlenha .sen Concentration Camp. Tho Germans, he asserted, had 
made blunder after blunder ln their handling of the Ukrainians, 
executing a number of then without rime or reason, in spite of the 
fact that the Ukrainian couponcnta of tho R©d Array had obviously 
given ground on the front to favor the Geiroan advance, whloh they 
hoped at first would load to their final liberation from Russian 
domination* A free Ukraine, he believed, would be a n eminently 
democratic nation, with a two-party system similar to that exist- 
ing in the United States. It would be prepared to maintain peace- 
ful relations with a Kus3in freed from Conmml3m, and especially 
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mm ii blob bod boon out down to Its proper slae. 

Finally, Messrs. Statako and Pastusehok suggested that tbo 
Uni tod 3 to to* oo aid do * groat dool In tbo cauao of freedoa by 
sponsoring, openly or covertly, a refugee organisation loco tod In 
Spain or ioa« othor approprlato country, proforably at some dls- 
tanoe froai the U.S.S.R.and It* satellites, which ooold serve a a 
a propaganda mouthpiece for the cause of tbo minority groups In 
tho Soviet Union and possibly Maintain contact# with tbo under- 
ground groups In that country. They added that tho oarront ae- 
tlTltloa of Radio Fro# Europe and especially of RadJLo Liberation 
tended to defeat tho purpose# of ABI, and that a different approaeh 
wa* needed if the fight agalnat Rub a lan lap or la 11 a a was to be aoo- 
seasful*
